The excitement in relation to the issues of 
the Assay Office, to which we alluded in our 
last, has completely subsided, so far as any im- 
mediate practical effect ef the measure is con- 
cerned.

The main error in the whole proceedings 
seems to us to have been committed by our 
Congressional delegation, in that, in their 
cagerness to destroy the Assay Office, they for- 
got the scrious inconvenience that the sudden 
execution of their purpose might cause to their 
constituents. 


If it had been slavery they were about to 
abolish, they would probably have gone about it 
gradually, allowing time for preparatory mea- 
sures. And so they should have done in this 
ease. The establishment of a Mint, a real bona 
fide Mint, was a noble object, and for their ex- 
ertions towards its accomplishment they de- 
serve the people’s thanks. The Assay Office 
never was any thimg more than an apology for 
a Mint, and a poor apology at that. It answer- 
ed to some extent the ends of bankers, specu- 
lators, and the heavier class of merchants, but 
the people of the interior were never satisfied 
with ‘it. In the smaller villages its issues of 
$50 picces became almost a nuisance, and had 
it not been for the subsequent issues of smaller 
coins, its destruction would have been loudly 
demanded long before. It was not what we 
asked for. It did not turn our abundance of 
gold into an abundance of small coin, conven- 
ient for the uses of the humbler classes, ena- 
bling them to make their daily exchanges with- 
out resort to the exactions of a broker. Its 
coins were not of a fixed, unvarying standard. 
The issues of the Mint will pass, unquestioned 
in all parts of our own land, and throughou 
the world.
